U.S. planes continue Hanoi bombing 


Bloody battle for Quang Tri Citadel 


SAIGON. — Hundreds of South 
Vietnamese troops made big ad- 
vances on two major fronts yester- 
day, fighting their way to the walls 
of Quang Tri's Citadel in the north- 
erm counteroffensive and recaptur- 
ing @ second district town on the 
central coast.

in. The house we live in has six 
flats; in 1946 when the house was 
built, our “poor” landlord took key 
money from all six familles which 
Moved in. Six times £200-£300, 
which nearly covered the cost of 
the whole building — plus a monthly 
rent of £10 isome tenants paid 
£11.) Today. 26 years later, I still 
pay a monthly protected rent, which 
now amounts to 196.30, During 
this period, two flats have each 
ehanged tenants twice, which 
brought the landiord four more lots

roof has to be whitewashed each 
summer, new bitumen put on it 
every three to four years, and the 
landlord only shared the cost of 
this repair job twice in 26 years.

Yet each tenant has 
to spend money every year for the 
upkeep of a flat which is not his 
and never can be, but which he 
must go on improving indefinitely 
as the house gets older, if he 
wants to live like a civilized being.

DYLAN WAS THE POET 


HIS autumn will be 19 years 

since Dylan Thomas died in an 
alecholic coma in New York City, 
having survived his father by 
only i months. The American poet 
John Brinnin's harrowing descrip- 
tion of Thomas’ last days and 
hours, including the still incredible 
episode of Thomas’ wife Caitlin 
breaking the crucifix off the wall 
ef the Catholic hospital's waiting- 
reom and hurling it at the un- 
comprehending sisters, while his 
mistress waited discreetly at the 
end of the hospital corridor, has 
served as a kind of appropriate 
last scene to the drama of a man 
who lived “the poet’ as no one else 
in our time. 

Only the year before Thomas 
died his “Collected Poems 1934- 
1952” «the coliection in the Aldine 
paperback, except for two poems 
reconstructed posthumously) had 
appeared. Thomas wrote in an in- 
troduction to that edition: “It con- 
tains most of the poems I have 
written and ali, up to the present 
year, that [ wish to presarve.” It 
was by no means a complete pre- 
sentation of hiz work. Like 
Wordsworth in another period, Tho- 
mas, in arranging the order of 
poems in that book, eschewed chro- 
nological oder, for an order which 
seemed to him te have other va- 
lues. Naturally. it was assumed 
that for the poet, then at what 
might be considered the midway 
mark in his career, at the age of 
39, this would be ἃ kind of in- 
terim collection, an “up-to-then” 
summation, But of course, in only 
Β year it became the final poems. 


New collection 

Now Thomas’ London publishers 
have put out a new collection of 
his poems, edited and with an in- 
troduction by his friend, the Welsh 
poet, Daniel Jones. In this edition 
over 100 poems have been added to 
the 1952 collection (which contain- 
ed 89) and the order which Tho- 
mas himself arranged has been 
changed to a chronological one. 
Jones makes these changes apolo- 
getically, but I think, in the light 
of the history of taste and of cri- 
ticlsm in our time, it is a most 
valuable tool for the common read- 
er, who may be interested not only 
in the single poems which give him

pleasure, but also in the develop- 
ment of the poet's style and 
thought. 

It is more than a footnote to 
cultural history that when “Collect- 
ed Poems 1934-1952" appeared, it 
was thoroughly panned by the 
most prestigious organ of the Eng- 
lish intellectual counter-establish- 
ment. Robin Mayhead, writing in 
“Scrutiny,” concluded a condescend- 
ing review by warning that “the 
attitudes implicit in the widespread 
acceptance of Mr. Thomas as δ 
major poet... may well strike one 
as potentially disastrous for the 
future of English poetry.” He harp- 
ed at length on “Mr, Thomas's spe- 
cial mannerism., this habit of 
clutching at the apparently strik- 
ing image that comes to hand, 
without working out its implica- 
tions or a proper consideration of 
its appropriateness,” 

In the years following Thomas's 
death the revolt against his in- 
fluence spread into the ranks of 
the younger English poets (thus 
contradicting Mayhead's dire pre- 
dictions}. In the early 1950s a 
group of Engtish poets, led by the 
eminent scholar but appalling poet, 
Robert Conquest, declared that the 
search for a new language to re- 
flect the conflicting elements in the 
individual consciousness and the 
perceived chaos in modern society 
had gone too far. They demanded 
a return to the “rational” and “lo- 
gical" in syntax and idea, Donald 
Davie, 8 most brilliant spokesman 
of the revolt against post-Symbol- 
ist poetics, contended that Thomas 
indulged in “pseudo-syatax.” Davie 
wrote: “Formally correct, his syn- 
tax cannot mime, as it offers to do, 
5 movement of the mind. If the 
effect is simultaneity and identifi- 
cation, these sentences that seem 
to drive forward in time throagh 
their verbs, in fact do no such 
thing.” The abandonment of syn- 
tax, Davie said, represented a “loss 
of confidence in the intelligible 
structure of the conscious mind.” 


Some defenders 


On the other hand, in the acade- 
mic world, Thomas found his de- 
fenders, and several helpful and 
enlightening books appeared con- 
tributing specific analyses of va- 
rious poems, which made clear the 
ludicrousness and the superficiality 
of Mayhead’s charge that Thomas 
had set down whatever came into 
his mind, the more violent the bet- 
ter, “as though in the hope that 
the force of the .explosion may 
ston the reader’s criticial intelli- 
gence.” Thomas’ own letters to his 
fellow poet Vernon Watkins, out- 
lining his struggles through some- 
times 40 versions of a single poem, 
put paid to the “bardic-apocalyp- 
tic’ school of critical rejection. 

While the critical battle raged, 
and the reviewers accused the re- 
viewers and fhe critics, Thomas’ 
poetry had an unusual life and his- 
tory of its own First of all, there 
was that terrible place, America — 
which had, according to all the

that in the more advantageous at- - 


™mosphere of rigorous neglect or te- 
pid appreciation, Thomas’ self-des- 
tructive tendency to alcoholism 
would have been checked. In Amer- 
ica the wave of appreciation for 
‘Thomes, which was at Its height 
when he died, continued to roll on 
for many years, especially on the 
campuses, where most readers of 
Poetry still survive. (It is not at 
all irrelevant to point out, however, 
that there‘ are at present some 
8,400,000 students in American in- 
Stitutions of higher learning, more 
than the population of Denmark 
and Norway combined —- a consi- 
derable body of potential poetry 
readers.) 

As I said, for several years after 
his death Thomas’ poetry was read 
and recited with great frequency in 
the U.S. and much use was made 


of his own marvellous readings on ἡ 


records. But America’s strengths are 
often its weaknesses, and the fa- 
vourite of the hour Οἱ with 
bewildering rapidity. So when the 
news media no longer found him to 
be copy, Thomas had to make his 
way along with all his colleagues, 
between the covers of books stand- 
ing on library shelves. And here, of 
course, we enter the realm of the 
unknown, of the subterranean. Are 
there secret homes where the few, 
uot for professional reasons, and 
mot because they need it for ἃ 
paper or 2 class, actually open 
books of poetry for their own inner 
reasons? I am assuming that there 
are such places and such people 
and would like to say just a few 
words to them, 


Worth returning 

If you haven't read any of Tho- 
mas’ poetry lately, go back to it 
again. There is much of it which 
is obscure, not wilfully obscure, but 
nonetheless beyond the reach of the 
“common reader” if he is not 
equipped with some terrible para- 
phernalia of notes and explanations. 
On the other hand, Thomas was by 
Instinct and in the best sense ἃ 
popular poet. It was not “for the 
proud man apart from the raging’ 
moon” that he wrote, His celebra- 
tion of life, of the essential unity 
of creation, of the possibility of 
order without formal belief (and 
that celebration against a know- 
ledge of the horror and depth of 
the chaotic and driven within crea- 
tion), is not beyond the scope of 
the solitary reader of poetry. As 
one of his most perceptive critics 
wrote: 

“Thomas should be given cre- 
dit for expressing truly the chief 
tenet of the nonreligious: that 
the intellect cannot handle the 
fact of death, and that it is 
sternness, rebellion, hatred, self- 
pity, compassion — some natur- 
al emotion — with which we 
are left to face the situation. 
From among those emotions it 
in Thomas’ inclination to choose 
compassion and to use the 
words, new or old, which will 
succeed in expressing it for 
him.” 

There ‘are poems in his “canon 
which are among the most reward- 
ing in the Engiish language. “Fern 
ἘΠῚ" and “Poem in October,” “A 
Refusal to Mourn the Death by 
Fire of a Child Killed in London," 
“Do Not Go Gentle into That 
Good Night,"“‘And Death Shall Have 
No Dominion” and others less well 
known “A Winter's Tale” and “Over 
St. John's “Hil,” “The Force that

Strict rules about the charges that 
banks msy impose on mortgage 
loans, over and above the interest 
Que, were published by the Inspector 
of Banks at the beginning of this 
week, 

Apart from certain listed expenses 
(stamps on contracts, and costs de- 
riving from actions of the borrower, 
such as if he delays his payments), 
the lending institution may only im- 
pose a single one-time bank charge. 
It should be 0.5 per cent of the 
joan, with a maximum of 1L100 and 
ἃ. minimum of IL50. If the bank has 
to handle costs of valuation, the 
charge can be 0.75 per cent, with 
ἃ maximum of IL150 and a mini- 
mum of IL75. (Five banks have 
been charging up to 46 per cent, 
according to a study made by the 
Bank of Israel.) 

No additional charge can be made 
without the express authorization of 
the Inspector of Banks. 

Interest should be levied from the 
moment that the borrower receives 
his money, and not hefore. No 
charge shovld be made for keeping 
the money available (hitherto called 
the “retaining fee’). Three banks 
have been charging retaining fees of 
2-5 per cent. 

If the bank levies the Land Regis- 
tration Fee, but does not pay it in 
for at least twelve months (which 
often happens if ownership is not 
yet formally registered), the bank 
has to pay 9 per cent interest to 
the borrower. 

‘No charge will be made for early 
redemption of ¢ loan if the money 
comes from the ‘Government or 
other public sources. If the money 
comes from private sources, the 
Inspector urges that no charge be 
Made all the same. Should a fee 
be imposed nevertheless, it must 
not exceed the interest chargeable 
for 60 days, minus the number of 
days' warning given. If 60 days’ 
warning are given, the charge 
should be nil (Up to now nearly 
all the banks charged between six 
weeks’ and six months’ interest.) 

Insurance of the property can 
be doue by the borrower himself, 
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Stiffer bank controls 
on mortgage charges 


if he abides by requirements. (Up 
to now banks have been arranging 
the insurance themselves, and charg- - 
ing the borrower.) Premium should 
not exceed 0.8 per cent of the 
insured sum for over five years, or 
one per cent for Jess under 5 years. 
(Three banks have been charging 
L25 per cent for over five years, 
and four banks one per cent.) 

The bank must publish in clear 
language a booklet detailing condi- 
tions of the loan. They must re- 
port to the borrower once a year 
on the state of his account — how 
much he has paid to date, how 
much he’ stili owes, divided be- 
tween interest and principal, ete. 

These rules apply to residential 
mortgages, or loans of up to 
1L100,000 on commercial premises. 
The Inspector specifies that any 
bank is free, if it wishes, to give 
the customer more favourable con- 
ditions than those laid down.

BASSEM HAMED 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Police unlts aided by 
an army helicopter continued their 
search yesterday for a terrorist who 
was seen Climbing out of Damoun 
prison atop Mt. Carmel on Sunday 
night, But — despite road-blocks 
and an all-night combing of the area 
under the direct command of the 
Haifa police chief, Nitzav-Mishne 
Mordechai Ron — the terrorist, 19- 
year-old Bassem Sami Hamed, was 
still at large leat night. 

Eamed, who comes from Mugeibi- 
la village near Afula, was caught on 
the Golan with a fellow-villager and 
8 load of explosives on November 
29 while trying to sneak back into 
Israel on a sabotage and spying mis- 
sion for the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. At the trial 
it developed that the 
two weeks in Syria, where they 
gave Syrian intelligence information 
on LDF. dispositions on the Golan 
atid were then sent back to blow 
up ἃ bridge in Halfa. 

Hamed was sentenced on April 
23 to 10 years in jail, and until 
8 little while ago had been held at 
Ramle prison. The Damoun lock-up, 
to whieh he was then transferred, 
is kmown to have lax security ar- 
rangements. Both Jewish and Arab 
prisoners have managed successful 
escapes from there in the last few 
Years, helped by Damoun’s proximli- 
ty to Haife and the villages on Mt. 
Carmel.

TEL AVIV. — An evening that 
began when a pair of young Eng- 
lish-speaking immigrants fell into 
conversation with a thug in a Gi- 
vatayim cafe ended early yesterday 
in ἃ nearby apartment with the 
rape of the girl and sexual abuse 
of her escort.

Oncethe couple wes inside the 
apartment, their host dragged the 
girl off to his bedroom and raped 
her, while four of his friends who 
-had been lying in walt overcame 
her Australian friend: and commit- 
ted an indecent act upon ‘him, 

The couple ran for the police as 
soon as they were released, and the 
owner of the apartment was taken 
in for questioning, The police said 
last night that he has a long cri- 
minal record and had been out of 
the country for the last few years,

According to the police, Badia 
stole a Parabellum pistol from the 
home of one of his stepbrothers, 2 
former prison warden, on the night 
of the slaying.

The fa- 
ther rushed at Badia, who shot and 
wounded him in the chest, 

Eyewitnesses said the whole 
lasted less than a minute, Badia left 
the house and was arrested later. 
The wounded were taken to the 
Government Hospital in Nehariya. 

According to his fellow-villagers, 
Badia quarrelled frequently with his 
father and his stepmother. They said 
he had recently been released from 
& mental hospital, where he had 
been sent for observation. 

Some village elders complained 
yesterday that the abundance of 
firearms im the posession of many 
members of the community had 
much to do with a recent rash of 
violent acts. Sheikh Jaber Muadi 
said if it were decided to outlaw 
possession of arms he would be the 
first to surrender his revolver.
